A rrival o f !be Chinese Steam er - The 
Chinese Question In H onolulu. 


S a n F r a n c is c o , August 30th.—The Chi­ 
nese steamer Ho Chung arrived this after­ 
noon from 
Canton, via Honolulu. 
She 
landed about 450 Chinese passengers at Hon­ 
olulu. 
I t will depend ou the instructions of 
her commander relative to the length of his 
stay in port, whether she will pay the extra 
duties and discharge cargo at once or await 
the action of the United States Government 
on the subject. 
By files of Honolulu papers it appears that 
a lively contest has been going on lately in 
the islands with regard to the Chinese ques­ 
tion. The pro-Chinese party, headed by 
Cesar Celso Moreno, have evidently succeeded 
in capturing King Kalakoua, although a great 
majority of the Legislature, the better por­ 
tion of the foreign and native population and 
the press strongly opposed them. 
The King 
dissolved two CabiDets opposed to his wishes 
and formed a third, headed by Moreno. 
Meantime the leading commercial iuterests 
signed petitions to the foreign Ministers and 
other officials, and brought so strong 
a 
pressure to bear that the King found it nec­ 
essary to withdraw from bis position, and 
Moreno and his confreres, after five days' 
lease of power, gave up their poitfolios. The 
principal point of issue was the question of 
subsidizing 
a lice 
of Chinese steamers, 
Moreno having been sent to the islands by 
the Chinese to further their designs.

Advices Irom Iirto rla . 


V i c t o r i a , August 20th.—The Indians from 
Bella Bella, a village on the coast 5tKI miles 
north of this place, bring particulars of the 
probable total loss of the Hudson IPy Com­ 
pany’s steamship Otter. 
The dispatches 
state that the vessel struck at half-past 2 A. 
M. on the morning if the 21st instant, on a 
rock about five miles from Bella Bella. 
The 
shock was heavy, the occupants of the berths 
being thrown violently out. 
The Captain 
wa.s lying down, aud the mate had the deck 
at the time. The passengers and mails were 
landed immediately. There were four passen­ 
gers on board, viz.: Mr. Duncan, M. Schultz 
and daughter, Mr. Orfut and a white man 
whose name is not given. Word was sent Mr. 
Clayton, the company's agent at Bella Bella, 
for assistance, which arrived promptly, and 
all hands proceeded to land the freight. 
The 
vessel having gone on at high tide, slid off the 
rock as the tide receded, and immediately 
filled with water. The cargo was heavy, con­ 
sisting of canned salmon from Inverness and 
Aberdeen, and it is supposed salmon in bar­ 
rels from the Coras Dales fishery on Naas 
river, besides furs and oil from the com­ 
pany’s station on the coast. 
About 1,000 
cases of salmon had been got out when the 
steamer slid off the rock. At high tide she 
is entirely covered, but at low tide the main 
deck is dry. 
The Captain hojies to get the 
remainder of the cargo out in a damaged state 
if the weather holds good, but he adds that 
the position is one of great peril. 
Mr. Clay­ 
ton writes that the Bella Bella Indians 
have 
stolen 
many 
articles 
from 
the 
steamer, and that they threaten to seize 
all the cargo that has been or may be sal­ 
vaged. 
The canned salmon on board was 
insured by the owners, Turner, Beeton k Co., 
and Henry Saunders, in the British and 
Foreign Marine Insurance Company at $5 
per case. The ship is fully insured in Lon­ 
don. 
A gunboat a:ul the company’s steamer 
have left here for the scene of the wreck. 
A pawnbroker named Oldenberg, convicted 
of receiving stolen goods, has been sentenced 
to five years in the Penitentiary. 
The attempt to take a steamboat through 
the Fraser river canyons has failed. 
Beef in large quantities is being corned 
here for the London marktt. 
About 10 o’clock last night, as Thomas 
Moore was sitting in his house at James’ 
Bay, talking to bis wife, he suddenly threw 
up his arms with the remark, *’ I ’m done,” 
and died. He leaves a wife aml three little 
children, whose screams attracted passers by 
to the spot. Thel cause of death is euppoBed 
to have been heart disease.

“ liee w ould have voted. 
T hink w hat 
“ Jackson w ould have done before he 
“ w ould have cast a vcte calculated to 
44 divide his beloved Virginia. 
I ask you 
44 to rem em ber those who have died on 
your soil, and lo remember that the princi 
4i pie* they died fo r are again on trial to- 
41 day.” 
T h at is th e D em ocratic version 
of his utterances. Is it any more satisfactory 
th an th a t w hich he denounced as the 
41 forgery of an obscure new spaper w riter ?” 
N othing can be plainer, from these tw o 
hostile reports, than th a t he m ust have 
said in substance w hat has been attrib u ted 
to him. 
The Democrats can tak e their 
choice of the tw o speeches, b ut we do not 
th in k they' will find one easier to explain 
than the other. 
W ade H am pton told his 
audience th a t the principles for which Lee 
and Jackson died are again on trial to-day. 
W h at did he mean by this ? 
W h at did his 
aadience understand him to m ean ? 
They 
did 
not 
sec 
anything 
startlin g 
in 
w hat he said. 
I t was m erely a plain sta te ­ 
m ent of w hat they knew to be th e fact so 
far as th ey were concerned. 
T he real 
question to he considered is not th e phra­ 
seology in which W ade H am pton clothed 
hia ideas on this occasion, h u t it is the 
character of Southern sentim ent on the 
subject. 
It is of course the present object 
of th e N orthern Democracy’ to deny the 
existence of any sectional feeling at the 
South, bu t the evidences of the survival 
of th a t sentim ent are far too abundant for 
this pretense to be accepted. 
The fact is 
th a t the most sedulous efforts are made to 
keep alive the ¡ires of sectionalism th ro u g h ­ 
ou t tho South. 
To th a t end th e public 
school system has been prostituted. 
To 
th a t end text-books are em ployed which 
inculcate the m ost extravagant m isrepre­ 
sentations concerning the w ar of th e rebell­ 
ion. 
A steady purpose is th o u it to edu­ 
cate the rising Southern generation to the 
belief th at their section is the Ireland of the 
U nion ; th a t the N orth is a tyrannical, 
overbearing oppressor ; th a t the N orthern 
p a rt in the war was 
unjust and o u tra ­ 
geous ; th at the South is patriotic, but 
p ersecu ted ; 
and 
th a t 
every- 
South­ 
ern man 
an 1 worn m owe3 
hatred an 1 
loathing 
to every 
N orthern m an 
and 
woman. 
Of course such teachings are 
n o t invariably successful, b u t they have 
thoir effect, and they tend to m ake all 
efforts on the part of the N orth to restore 
good feeling, hopeless. 
The general bent 
and aim of the Southern training is to pro- 
duco an impression th at tho people of th at 
region owe it to them selves to unite against 
th e N orth. 
The present solidity of th e 
South is no doubt largely attrib u tab le to 
th e careful training of th s young men who 
have come iuto active life since the close of 
th e rebellion. 
W ade H am pton, in 
his 
Staunton speech, appealed to this sectional 
feeling because he knew th a t it was alw ays 
safe to do so, aud there lies th e true sig­ 
nificance of his language. 
If he had only 
represented himself, if he had said som e­ 
th in g which elicited no response, if he had 
m erely comm itted a personal im prudence, 
it w ould Jiave m attered nothing. 
B ut he 
touched the keynote of Southern senti­ 
m ent, and it is because he did so, and be­ 
cause th e fact cannot lie concealed, th a t 
hia N orthern allies are m aking such d es­ 
perate efforts to cover up the dam aging 
revelation, and to mislead the N orthern 
publio as to its meaning. 


THE 
HOME 
OF 
REPUDIATION. 


T he Dem ocratic national platform adopt­ 
ed a t C incinnati, pledged th e party, among 
other things, to “ th e strict m aintenance 
“ of the public faith, S tate and N ational. 
As the only sure way to ascertain the 
trustw orthiness of professions is to find 
out how those who m ake them have acted 
in the past, it is in order to inquire w hat 
kind of a record the controlling elem ents of 
the Dem ocratic p a rty have in th is con­ 
nection. 
The controlling elem ents of the 
Democracy are th s Southern elem ents ; and 
it is therefore of th e utm ost im portance to 
all practical men to know h o w theS outh has 
acted in regard to th e m aintenance of th e 
public faith, so far as it has liad the op­ 
p ortunity to exhibit its disposition and 
tendencies. I t is well know n th a t there 
has been a tidal wave of repudiation in the 
Southern S tates during th e past five or six 
y ears, b u t the Southern press and speakers 
have sought to justify this recourse by- al­ 
leging th a t the C arpetbaggers plunged these 
S tates into debt illegitim ately, and th a t 
the people were forced to choose betw een 
repudiation and ruin. 
F ortunately for 
the cause of tru th the Louisville Courier- 
Journal has^recently undertaken to fortify 
thi3 view of the case by a series of auda­ 
ciously garbled statistical articles, the pur­ 
pose being to convey the im pression th a t 
the Southern repudiation had been con­ 
cerned w ith carpot - bagging fraudulent 
debts alone. 
T his has given th e Boston 
Advertiser an opportunity to analyze the 
whole subject of Southern debts, aud the 
result is a show ing which com pletely over­ 
throw s th e Courier-Journal's position, ami 
proves th a t by far th e larger p art of the 
Southern repudiations have been resorted 
to 
in 
th e 
absence 
of 
any 
excuse, 
good, 
bad 
o r 
indifferent, 
and 
th a t 
they 
can 
only 
be 
regarded 
as 
w holly dishonest refusals 
to discharge 
ju st and legitim ate obligations. 
The total 
am ount of Southern repudiation thus far 
aggregates th e enormous am ount of $250,­ 
000,000. 
T h at imm ense sum has been 
sponged off the slate arbitrarily. T he m ost 
solemn covenants have been disregarded, 
th e m ost binding pledges have been bro­ 
ken, in effecting th is process. 
No distinc­ 
tion has been made betw een debts incurred 
prior to the w ar or during the war, and 
those incurred subsequently. 
Ilepudiation 
has been applied to the old debts as well as 
to th e new, and it is perfectly apparent 
th a t the sole m otive for th e sham eful 
m easures resorted to was the desire of g et­ 
ting free from honorable obligations. Take 
the case of V irginia for exam ple. 
A t the 
close of th e w ar th a t S tate owed in round 
num bers 
$35,000,000, 
together w ith a 
large am ount of in terest arrearage, w hich 
being funded in 1866 brought th e total 
d ebt up to §43,3S3,679. 
The whole of this 
d ebt was incurred by th e people of V ir­ 
ginia, w ithout auy interference from ou t­ 
side. 
No C arpetbaggers cau be saddled 
w ith the responsibility for it. 
B u t never­ 
theless it is now proposed to repudiate at 
least half of it, w hile a pow erful faction 
dem ands th a t it shall all be repudiated. 
In 1S05 th e debt of N orth C arolina was 
over §14,000,000. 
A rrearage and funding 
processes raised it to §22,000,000. 
Since 
1S65 about §12,000,000 have been added. 
B ut the repndiators have m ade no distinc­ 
tion betw een old and new 
liabilities. 
N orth C arolina now pays in terest on no 
more than §1,850,000. 


T he ex ten t of th e repudiation in the 
South m ay be gathered from th e follow­ 
ing exhibit of

V irginia

A labam a in 
18G5 owed 
§1,000,000 ; she pays interest now on §073,­ 
500. 
In Louisiana bonds were issued a t S 
per cent. 
They- are now being paid on at 
the 
rate 
of 
2 
per 
cent. 
In 
N orth 
Carolina 
G 
per 
cent, 
was 
prom ised, 
and 4 per cent, is paid. 
In A labam a 
S per cent, 
was prom ised, and 2 per 
cent, is paid. 
O ut of a total indebtedness 
of §340,000,000 th e South has in fact rep u ­ 
diated §252,000,000, and on th e rem aining 
§S8,000,000 it is pay ing from 1 to 4 per 
cent, interest, having pledged itself origin­ 
ally to pay from 6 to 8 per cent. 
M aking 
every allowance for C arpetbaggism , it is 
only too plain th a t there has been and still 
is a dom inant desire to escape all the 
Southern State debts by- repudiation, aud 
th a t this desire is not the offspring of dis­ 
gust a t corruption, b u t th a t it has its 
origin 
in 
a Btrong 
popular disinclina­ 
tion 
to 
face 
th e 
legitim ate 
respon­ 
sibilities 
of 
life, 
and 
to 
m aintain 
com m unity credit honorably. 
No country 
has ever given to th e w orld such a specta­ 
cle of dishonored obligations as th e South 
has presented. 
I t has shown itself to be 
entirely w anting in tb a t sense of responsi­ 
bility which is one of the su rest accom­ 
panim ents of progressive civilization. Even 
its plea of Carpetbaggism is a shuffling 
one. 
N ew Y ork was plundered by the 
Tweed I!ing far more m ercilessly than any 
Southern S tate was ever robbed by C ar­ 
petbaggers, 
b u t New- York 
has never 
dream ed of repudiation. 
H er people are 
not less sensitive th an those of th e South, 
but they know th a t any burden is more 
tolerable than th a t of com m unity dishonor, 
and so they bear th eir losses w ith courage 
rath er than get rid of them a t the sacrifice 
of th eir credit and good name. 
The point 
to be m ost seriously considered, however, 
is the claim of the South to control the 
national finances. 
It is th is repudiating 
section which asks to be in tru sted w ith 
the obligations of th e U nited S tates. 
It 
is this repudiating section w hich coolly 
pledges itself to “ the strict m aintenance 
“ of the public faith. S tate as well as na- 
“ tio n al,” and which th in k s the N orthern 
people will sh u t th eir eyes to it3 financial 
history, and take it a t its word. 


WHAT 
ARE 
THEIR 
PRINCIPLES? 


Does any man know w hat rational or 
acceptable principles tho Di m ocrats advo­ 
cate to-day ? 
So far as can be ascertained 
from tho Course of th eir press th eir entire 
stock in trade consists in personal slander 
against th e R epublican candidates. 
No 
m easures of statesm anship are advocated 
by them , nor have any such m easures been 
urged by the Dem ocrats in Congress. 
If 
we turn to them to see w h at tlicir party 
stands for, we shall find th a t th ey have 
done nothing since they w ent into power 
but endeavor to remove all im pedim ents to 
the perpetration of election frauds. 
Their 
energies have been consumed ill devising 
m eans for clearing aw ay all hindrances to 
bulldozing in tho South and ballot-box 
stuffing a t th e N orth.

A ll their positive actions have been 
a t w ar w ith th eir professions. 
T here ia no 
genuine principle of any salutary kind in 
support of w hich Dem ocratic action can be 
shown. 
On th e contrary, the ¡a rty has 
w ithout sham e openly repudiated its own 
avowed doctrines w henever by so doing 
it could 
gain a little political 
favor. 
A t 
th is 
m om ent, 
though 
it 
is 
pledged by its national platform to strict 
m aintenance of the public faith, and to 
honest money, 
it 
is 
m aking 
alliances 
right and left w ith th e w ildest currency 
fanatics, 
repudiators 
and avow-ed 
ene­ 
mies to th e public credit. 
N or is this 
at all new in th e 
Dem ocratic history, 
b ut it has been exhibiting the same hypoc­ 
risy, the sam e callous indifference to prin­ 
ciple, for years. 
Its adoption of 
H an ­ 
cock has no more significance as indicating 
any change of heart th an its adoption of 
( Jreeley had. 
In both casc3 it stultified 
itself for the sake of political capital. 
No 
Dem ocrat can tell to-day w hat his p arty 
exists for, beyond the lust for office. 
The 
tru th is th a t it is the tail to the Southern 
kite, and has no other mission th an to fill 
the m ouths of its votaries w ith public pap, 
and to fulfill the behests of th e Southern 
hierarchy. 
I t parted w ith its principles 
tw enty years ago, and it has ever since 
been a faction bound together by th e cohe­ 
sive pow er of public plunder alone. 


AN ILLUSTRATION CF STATES RIGHTS. 


A V irginian nam ed I’ond was arrested 
for selling w hisky w ithout a license. 
A 
colored m an nam ed Davis was summoned 
as a w itness, aud testified to th e fact. 
Thereupon Pond

against Davis, and had the case transferred 
to another county.

flimsy th a t th e Ju stic e of the Peace dis­ 
missed it. 
Then I’ond had Davis arrested 
again, th is tim e on an equally groundless 
charge of p e tit larceny, and haling him 
before a reliable Bourbon Ju stice of the 
Peace, th e la tte r convicted him, and forth­ 
w ith sentenced him to be im prisoned six 
m onths, and to receive thirty-nine lashes. 
T he anim us of th e sentence was shown by 
the statem ent of the Ju stice of th e Peace 
th a t he proposed to teach defendtfct a les­ 
son for reporting W h ite D em ocrats to the 
U nited S tates authorities. 
Davis is said 
to have been far gone in consum ption wlion 
he received his flogging. 
H is im prison­ 
m ent was evidently arranged to prevent 
him from 
appearing before the U nited 
S tates Com missioner when 
Pond’s ease 
comes up. 
Thus we find a man perse­ 
cuted, flogged and im prisoned in Virginia, 
nom inally one of th e S tates of th e Union, 
for having testified in a U n ited States 
Court. 
T his ia a good illustration of the 
vindication of States liis-hts, b ut we would 
like to know w hat the U nited S tates pro­ 
pose to do about it. 
Obviously to tolerate 
such outrages passively is to encourage 
those who are already only too w illing to 
perpetrate them .

The people have a system of 
native telegraphy som ething sim ilar to th at 
employed by the Indians, and th eir intelli­ 
gence is both sure and quick. 
They are 
alw ays on the w atch, 
aud 
th e 
vast 
population of India is k ept in peace far 
more by the prestige of the B ritish than by 
the force actually capable of being em ­ 
ployed in th e repression of insurrections. 
For this reasoD a serious reverse to the 
G overnm ent arm s menaces th e peace of 
the whole Empire.

New ICulIroatl B rid ge Over the M issouri 
— fo r m a l Test s f th e S tru ctu re. 
OMAHA, A ugust 30th.—A formal test of 
the new railroad bridge joining the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy and B. and M. rail­ 
roads a t l’lattsm outh, IS miles below Omaha, 
took place this morning, and was witnessed 
by a large crowd of farmers, who turned out 
with teams aud families, and over 2,000 per­ 
sons were present. 
A t 0 o'clock a special 
train, containing prom inent officials of the 
C., B. 
ami (j. lrtmi Chicago arrived at 
Pacific Junction, and 
shortly afterwards 
crossed over the bridge to the Nebraska 
side. 
I t was followed by a B. and M. spe­ 
cial, with the B. and M. officials from Orna- 
B eport 
ha, which crossed the bridge eariy this morn- 
iug, aud met tho officers of the Burlington 
road. 
As tho trainH finished crossing, eight 
heavy engines of tie C., B. and Q. road ap­ 
proached the eastern span of the bridge, and 
crossing slowly to tho east span in sec­ 
tions of four, waited for the word to couple. 
A t 
a 
given 
signal all 
of the 
eight 
engitus joined themselves on the 400 foot 
eastern spaa, making a test weight of 440 
tons, distributed over 320 feet of the span. 
The result was a magnificent proof of the 
solidity of the structure. 
The engineers then 
measured the deflection, and a photograph 
was taken of the bridge at the moment the 
test was taken. 
The engine» then moved to 
the second spau. where the trial proved 
equally satisfactory, and the all-steel bridge 
across the Missouri river at Plattsinouth was 
declared open. 
The test was more satisfac­ 
tory than was anticipated. 
The deflection 
from a level, when the immense weight of 
440 tons was placed upon the Bpan, was only 
three inches, and when the engines were re­ 
moved the bridge resumed its original posi­ 
tion. 
The bridge is built of iron and steel, 
and is 3,000 feet long. I t consists of 1,440 feet 
of 
an iron viaduct joined to 
three-deck 
spans 200 feet iu length, and west of that, to­ 
ward the N ebraska shore and over the river 
proper, are two spans of 400 feet each, all 
steel trusses. 
There is a out through the 
bank on the Nebraska Bide of, in some places, 
00 feet deep. 
The pitra of the bridge rise 80 
feet above the low-water mark, and sink 30 
feet below the level of the river. 
The bridge 
was constructed by the Keystone Bridge 
Company of 1'hiladclphia George S. Mor­ 
rison was the chief engineer, H . W . Park- 
burst first assistant, and G. B. Schneider in 
charge of the construction. 
The cost of the 
bridge was 8000,000, and a year's time was 
coneumed in its construction.

The mai- 
ket value of this huga mass of ventures is 
thus 8 Tier cent, of their capitalization. 
The 
st icks are selling, on ail average, at 92 per 
cent, below par. 
Such a method of financing 
a large branch of enterprise puts the men who 
are engaged in it in a most ludicrous aspect 
before the public. 
I t is in every sense a fail­ 
ure. 
If those engaged in mining ventures 
imagine they can come here and repeat the 
frauds which are driving mining capital out 
of .San Francisco, they must expect to letire 
with disgust and disappointment. 
Tin- B u rn e d S te a m e r M a rin e < ily , 
D etroit, A ugust 30th.—There is little 
news from the wreck o: the M aiine City. 
The boat floated ashore, but had burned to 
the w ater’s edge.

floor, immediately in front of J street, is 35 
by 47 feet and ltí feet Ligh. 
I t is reached by 
a wide and easy flight of stairs, which 
lands in a lobby cut off on the north side, 
which is 10x37 feet wide. 
On the left of the 
lobby are three communicating 
windows 
opening into the main office—one for the 
Freight Cashier of the Central Pacific R ail­ 
road, one for the Cashier of the Sacramento 
and Piacerville Railroad, and one for the 
clerk receiving prepaym ent of freights. 
A t 
the further eud of the lobby, beyond these 
windows, is the door into the main office, 
which is a finely-finished office 25x47 feet, 
having three large windows in front opening 
out upon J 
street, 
and three 
in 
the 
opposite side, overlooking the river and Yolo 
side. 
There are also large ventilating win­ 
dows at the top of the room, 3x15 feet, on 
the north and south sides, so th at pure air 
and cool rooms are secured.

Heavy timbers for the mines are arriving 
a t Bodie daily. 
The Miners' Union of Moore's Flat, N e­ 
vada eouuty, is iu a prosperous condition, 
having been in existence over five years. 
There are upwards of 140 names enrolled. 
Of the once famous Raymond & Ely 
mine, the Pioche (Nev.) Record says: The 
personal property was sold at Sheriff"s sale 
last .Saturday, and was bid in by the 
mortgagees. 
The rush to Mount Baldy and Marys- 
vale, U tah, continues. 
A great deal of 
work is beiug done in the mines aud pros­ 
pects, and ore assaying as high as §50,000 
in gold has been found recently. 
The Ontario silver mine iu U tah Terri­ 
tory was scarcely known four years ago, 
and yet so valuable is its large ore body, 
and so skillfully has it been explored and 
worked, th at the product already exceeds 
§4,000,000. 
The Montana placer mines are showing 
up well thi3 season. 
A Helena Herald re­ 
porter was recently shown a two quart 
basin of gold dust that was purchased by 
Hershfielil Brothers, tho value of which 
amounts to a tritio over §S,000. 
W hiskytown, vtith its gold-clad mount­ 
ains and ravines, comes to the front as one 
of the best and richest mining districts in 
Shasta county. 
The miners in and around 
the place always have money in their pock- 
etB and are happy and contented. 
The ores of Tombstone District, A. T., 
are not as high as many have supposed, 
those from the principal mints milling 
about §S0 per ton, but there are immense 
quantities of this ore with a ledge eight 
ftet wide which can be mined and milled 
for §10 per ton.

From time to time, since the discovery of 
gold-bearing quartz on Gold Hill in 1350, 
this belt has produced au enormous amount 
of gold—an amount th at can he counted 
by millions—a handsome percentage of 
which was found in just such rich stratifi­ 
cations of which the Rocky Bar now gives 
an example.
